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Co-operation in Economic Life 


The first American Institute of Co-opera- 
tion is now drawing to a elose. It has been 
meeting during the past month at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and its time has been 
devoted to an academic and practical study 
of co-operation as it is now applied. Agri- 
cultural business leaders, professors of eco- 
nomies and marketing, students and govern- 
ment marketing. experts have been in attend- 
ance. 

This initial effort is designed te bring to- 
gether at one time and place all the informa- 
tion at present available on this important 
subject. Co-operative marketing is often mis- 
understood. Too much attention has been 
paid to the form and too little to the spirit 
and practical purpose of co-operative mar- 
keting organizations. 

All commodities cannot co-operate on the 
same basis and work under the same rules. 
There must be an intelligent application of 


co-operation to the specific: marketing prob-- 


lems of each industry using it. It is to be 
*hoped that this first institute for the study 
of co-operative marketing will define these 
principles and pave the way for a better and 
more general understanding of the place of 
co-operation in our economic life.

A Glimpse of the Future 


(Argonaut) 

Prophecies are customarily idle things; but 
when they concern developmenis along ‘lines 
that we have seen started, and the growth of 
which may be judged by” inference from the 
analogies of history, they come into the cate- 
gory of scientifie predictions, and as such are 
worthy of consideration and study. A> student 
of world economics, writing in an Australian 
paper, pretlicts that a century from now San 
Francisco will be the largest city on earth 
and the most important center of commerce. 
The reasons he sets forth for this prediction 
are not new, and though he earries his vision 
farther than any responsible publicist in this 
country that has proffered his views on that 
outlook, the causes he aseribes for the great 
development of this city are those that we 
have seen at work here for the last few 
years. San Francisco is the natural metropo- 
lis of the Pacific, the central and most admir- 
ably situated Pacific port on the western con- 
tinent, and is in the heart of a country rich 
in its own resources, with the added resources 
of all the rest of the United States behind and 
to the east of it. Across the ocean, a journey 
that will conceivably be of less than a week’s 
duration with the mechanical improvements 
that will come within the next hundred, years, 
are vast markets for western produce that 
will be extended and multiplied’ as the Orient 
adopts the customs and tastes of the Occident. 
These markets, reflecting needs of a popula- 
tion that includes about two-thirds of the in- 
habitants of the globe, will be supplied out of 
San Francisco; and those regions will send 
their produce hither. The continent of Aus- 
tralia and the islands of Oceania will also 
have San. Franciseo as their major port of 
commerce, just as Venice one ‘time held the

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Philippine Rubber 
(Redlands Facts

“That the climate, soil and labor conditions 


are favorable to rubber growing in the Phil- 
ippines does not dispose of the whole problem 
optimistic persons seem to think. Rubber 
growing pays best when operated on a large 
seale and the provisions of the Philippine laws 
stipulate that corporations may not purchase 
or lease more than 2500 acres of public lands 
in the islands. Inasmuch as some of the most 
desirable rubber lands lie in the public do- 
main, operators are prevented from acquiring 
sufficient acreage to make production profit- 
able. . Also the Filipinos mistrust that Ameri- 
ean industry would-profit at their expense, 
failing to realize that the benefit of the in- 
dustry would be mutual, inasmuch as increas- 
ing the productivity of the islands would en- 
rich the individual and raise the standard of 
living, eventually transmitting the benefit to 
all other industries and to the entire com- 
munity. : 

But perhaps the greatest deterrent to rub- 
ber growing in the Philippines lies in the un- 
certainty of the future of the islands them- 
selves. Capital invested in rubber growing 
must wait from five to eight years for ade- 
quate returns. In'the meanwhile what would 
happen if there should be a radical change 
in the Philippine situation? When, and if, 
the islands became independent what security 
could be extended investors? : 

Until these questions are satisfactorily an- 
swered and there is some provision by which 
sufficient. acreage may be secured to make it 
profitable, there is little hope of an extensive 
rubber industry in the Philippines.

The enormous censtruction work 
6f the Edison Company since it 
began active operations on its Big 
Creek-San Joaquin River proper- 
ties shortly after the “war, has 
resulted in the location of plants 
for the manufacture of electrical 
equipment on the coast, which 
makes possible the purchasing of 
far more California-made material 
for this line than was possible 
when the original Big Creek-San 
Joaquin line was built; as for 
example it will be possible. to 
purchase a large portion of the 
steel towers from a new plant 
which is located on the coast.- All 
of the insulators for the line will 
be made by another concern which 
is also located on the coast. The 
manufacture of line _hardvare, 
which consists of the equipment 
for attaching the conductor to the 
tower, is an important branch, of 
the electrical. industry and here- 
tofore has been confined to the 
East. Local manufacturers have 
been induced to install the re- 
quired machinery and the hard- 
ware used in this line will be 
made in their establishments. 


Over eighty miles of new road,

tain that nothing short of ;murder 
was being committed, when Dr. 
came in my room, and he 
said, in answer to my question as 
to whether they were chopping 
the man’s head off or. not,. “Oh, 
no; that fellow, and he’s a great 
big six-footer with red hair, just 
had his tonsils taken out, and he 
is- frightened stiff. -Thinks he is 
going to die. I don’t know how 
long he will keep up that noise, 
but I hope, for the sake of the 
other patients, that he soon goes 
to sleep.” 

I could go on telling you about 
the fellow who insisted on mak- 
ing his will and bidding all his 
family a fond “adios” before hav- 
ing an ingrown toenail removed, 
and the big strapping fellow who 
insisted on having his mother hold 
his hand before he. would allow 
the doctors to reduce a fractured 
leg, but what’s the use? Any 
time you want to know who are 
the braver, men or women, just 
ask the doctor.
